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have that one shot and you win or 
don’t, Maybe that’s just the way it has 
to be because the country is so big. 
One event would make a lot of 
pressure though. 

Is motorcycling recognized more in 
foreign magazines? 

Like Motor Cycle News in England. 
It’s on the newsstands right next to the 
biggest dailies. They don’t have to go 
to a bike shop. They don’t have to go 
look for it. 

How do you feel about coverage in 
the U.S.? 

I'd like to find out what the problem is 
with publicity in the magazines in the 
United States with trials. There hasn't 
been too much really. 

Have any magazines contacted you 
since you won the championship? 
Not really. 

The National series this year. It 
started off evenly. You and Marland 
won two each, and then you lost 
twice in Texas, in low point trials. 
Why don’t you do as well in the 
Nationals as you have done in the 
world rounds? 

I don’t get the same feeling that I get 
when I go to a World Championship 
trial. Lampkin and Rathmell find the 
same problem. I've talked to them 
about it. But Rathmell, Lampkin and 
Shepherd enjoy the trials in England 
because they are usually good. But the 
trials here aren't as good; the competi- 
tion isn't as stiff. 

Comparing your record with 
Whaley'. You've won eight 
Nationals, and Marland has won 27. 
Yet you've won eight World Trials 
and Marland hasn’t won any. 

It’s just because riding over there is a 
different thing. He knows when he 
rides here there's just me he has to beat 
usually. But over there I'm the last 
person he usually has to worry about. 
He has to beat Vesterinen, Rathmell, 
Shepherd, Karlsson — all those riders. 
One of them is going to have a good 
day. He doesn't know who's going to 
have a good day. It's a psychological 
thing. 

When I go over there, I just go to 
win. I just try my hardest. Either you 
win or you don't. It's not like a 
psychological little game with these 
little sections where you tail behind 
and sandbag. 

That's the way it is here. They're 
little sandbag things you you've got a 
whole day to ride. It's not trials over 
here, it's just a different thing. The 
sections aren't the same whatsoever. 
The competition is not nearly as 
tough. 


You can’t expect local or National 
competition to be as strong as World 
competition. But how would you 
change things over here? 

The sections have to be harder, more 
difficult. 

Do you feel you won the Colorado so 
easily because it was a World round? 
You probably weren’t thinking of it 
as a National too. 

Right. I didn’t even care. Another 
thing. Like when the sections get really 
hard, like the exhibition sections at El 
Trial de Espana. 

You’ve won it the last four years. 

I always win in the afternoon sections. 
They're pretty difficult but not really 
hard. But they have to be those kind of 
sections for the spectators even if local 
riders like Scott Head and Andre 
Plouffe get a lot of fives. That's just 
the way they have to learn to ride to 
get better. If they just ride easy local 
trials that's as good as they're ever 
going to be. Scott wants to ride hard 
sections, but the local trials are 
holding him back. 

Another rider, Dan Suffin from 
northern California. He comes down 
400 miles for trials our V.O.T.E. club 
puts on. He told me last year's Hal- 
loween Trial was the best he had ever 
ridden. How many points did I lose? 


Over 80. That's more than some of the 
World Championship trials. And Bill 
Burgener and Morgan Kavanaugh 
have travelled a thousand miles to ride 
some V.O.T.E. trials. 

But the organizers say: “If we make 
them any harder, where do we get 
our riders? Nobody will come out. 
Where do we get our checkers? 
There won’t be anybody in the 
sport.” 

Maybe it should go back to the old 
system. Start everybody back in Expert 
and have them transfer to Master class 
and make tougher sections. Have the 
regular trials plus kid classes, and add 
a Master class for the riders who want 
to improve. 

Trials is an amateur sport. There 
aren’t any purses for the World 
Championship events. What about 
the amateur riders who don’t want to 
extend themselves and risk injury or 
damage to their bike? Yet from your 
standpoint you want the trials as 
tough as possible. 

I never thought you could show a 
rider’s real ability unless the sections 
were hard. If I clean it, and 10 other 
local Experts clean it, what does it 
prove? If everybody fives it and 








up some really hard sections before I 
went to Europe the last time, and Scott 
Head came out. And he really kept 
trying to get through and maybe get a 
two. 

What about your plans for 1980? 

I'm going over to England the begin- 
ning of January. I'll be staying outside 
of London, with Pete Hudson. He's 
the import manager for Comerfords. 
You'll be riding with an ACU 
(English) license and skip the 
Nationals. Basically it'll be nine 
months in England. 

I'll be home some, but I'll be working 
at Comerfords. I'll be working on 


‘bikes, visiting dealers, doing trials 


schools, opening up some new dealers, 
attending shows and demonstrations 
in Europe. 


So you’ll be eligible as a resident for 
British Championship points. How 
heavy a competition schedule will 
you follow? 

I should be able to ride a trial every 
weekend and ride against Lampkin, 
Rathmell and Shepherd about every 
other weekend. 

What abour rider switches for 1980? 
Nothing is certain yet. Vesterinen 
might go to SWM and Coutard might 
go back to Bultaco. { 


How modified was the Sherpa you 
rode this year? 

It was basically pretty stock. A differ- 
ent air box. The footrests were a little 
farther back. 

Why? 

Because I'm tall. I get my weight back 
on the rear wheel a little more. And I 
had the tube on the rear end of the 
frame cut off. That's fairly common. 
And a little longer exhaust pipe. It 
makes the bike run more even all the 
time. 

What about the larger engine? 

The factory is still working on the 
340cc engine, but everyone but 
Lampkin rode the 326 in the cham- 
pionship trials. Lampkin still rides his 
348 with the Alpina piston. The 
factory is also working on a six-speed. 
Manuel Soler was the test bed for that 


this year. 
What about the new tire you're 
running? 
It's a Pirelli CR, developed by 


Vesterinen and Soler. It’s just a harder 
rubber compound. It doesn’t flop 
around as much in the mud. It isn’t so 
squirrelly. You can run lower pressure 
than the regular Pirelli MT13. Every- 
one on the Bultaco team is using them. 
So they’re making tires for five 
riders. Will it become a production 
tire? 

I hope so. 

Whose gear will you be using next 
year? 

Alpine Star boots. They're making а 
Schreiber model. Nolan helmet. I’m 
not sure about the clothes. Clice or 
Brema. Bell helmet. Champion plugs. 
Regina chain. Bel-Ray. 

And there is some Schreiber name 
gear available here. 

Hatch makes my gloves and Answer 
Products makes the bars. 

Looking back, when did you first see 
yourself measuring up to World 
Championship competition? 
Probably during the summer of '77 
when I rode at Vesterinen's house. 

So even after you went over for the 
four trials in early '77 you weren't 
that sure yet? 

No, not really. I wanted to try it. It 
was definitely more interesting than 
riding the National Series. 

How did you expect to do when you 
went over the first time? 

I didn't really know. The best result I 
had ever seen by an American was 
when Lane Leavitt had 15th in Spain. 
I could only hope to do better than 
that. But I wasn't really sure. I didn't 
know what I was getting into. I was 
surprised to get a fifth in Belgium. 

It seems your training has always 
been geared toward that type of bold 
riding. 

I've always liked to ride those kind of 
sections, perhaps because of the riding 
area I have here. If I saw something 
that I thought might be possible I'd try 
it. Then it was: "Oh, I got up that; 
maybe I can get up this." I just kept 
trying different things all the time. 
After awhile I'd just go out and look 
for things that were impossible to get 
up and try them just for fun. That's 
helped me now because there are no 
sections that have really scared me. 
When did you practice at Vesterinen's? 
The summers of '77 and 78. He 
helped me a lot. I could see then that 
it wasn't riding ability that was going 
to win the World Championship. It 
was the getting myself organized, the 
mental attack, the whole thing. I 
could see that I could ride as well as he 
could, but he was smarter, better 
organized, more experienced. By the 
time the last trial of the year was over, 
he had things all figured out for the 
next year. I saw that it wasn't going to 
take a lot more practicing. You have 
to be in top form at all times, but I 
could see I had to approach it with a 
different attitude. 

What was that attitude? 





It’s hard to explain. What trials to go 
fast, what trials to go slow. What do 
do when. 

Like studying each particular trial 
and having a plan of attack? 

Yeah. That's the thing. Like Hannah 
is supposed to have said that it's 
wanting to win on every day of the 
week, not just Sunday. That's kind of 
how Vesterinen was. He gets organized 
before the season starts so he can 
relax, but he's always thinking about 
the next trial. 

Have any new riding stunts? How 
far can you ride down a railroad 
track now? 

It depends on how lucky you are that 
day. It's all in how your start. Thirty, 
40, maybe 50 feet. 

Do you still work on the wheelie 
turns? 

I always practice that. It's really 
useful. Rathmell, Lampkin and 
Shepherd have been asking me to 
teach them how to do wheelie turns all 
season. 

And somehow you never got around 
to it. 

They tell me they'll teach me how to 
ride on mud if I teach them how to do 
wheelies. 

What is the secret of riding on mud? 
There isn’t any. It’s just throttle 
control. Just when to turn on and 
when to turn off. 

Obviously you've been uncom- 
fortable in those early rounds with 
the snow and ice of Ireland and 
Wales. 

It doesn't seem to bother the English 
riders. The problem is every year I've 
been so cold that I'd dress up tight and 
then I couldn't move and stretch my 
legs. I need something I'm almost 
sweating in. I hope to have some 
special gear for winter riding next 
year. 

What about your riding style? It 
changed a lot after you first went 
over and stayed with Vesterinen. 

It's changed more now. The legs are 
really out now, my shoulders are 
straight when I turn. Feaching at the 
Donner trials school for a week helped 
me more than anything this year. Ever 
since then I've been really confident in 
my riding. Norm Sayler would tell me 
something, and I'd try it again and 
really see the difference. It turns out I 
went up to do a trials school for him 
and ended up being the student. 

In the turns, you shouldn't fall in 
and that's what I've done in the past. 
And in a turn I use my clutch really a 
lot now. When I turn, I think about 
everything I do. I think about my 
shoulders, keeping them straight and 
vertical at all times. I'm really slowing 
down more when I ride. I'm almost 
getting to a sandbag stage. I'm right 
on the brink. I spent more time at the 
sections. I always ride on the arches 
now, but my feet aren't flat on the 
pegs. I’m on the outside edge of my 
boot soles out on the edge of the pegs. 
You don’t use the wide open charge 
as much anymore? 

Not unless I get in trouble, then I pull 
a Lampkin. 

How do you see the bikes and the 
sections of the future? 

The sections are definitely changing. 
There’s a big thing about changing the 
sections in the British Championships 
next year. They're definitely going 
tighter. The English riders are saying 
they have to be tighter or they won't do 
well in the World Championships. 
Like Pete Hudson of Comerfords went 
to his first foreign World Champion- 
ship, and he thought all the riders in 
England were going backwards. 
They're riding a whole different sport. 
Who is the most promising young 
rider? 

Eddie Lejeune of Belgium. He's 18. 
Antonio Gorgot is in the Spanish army 
for a year now. Maybe when he gets 
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What's going to happen to bike de- 
velopment? 

They could get a little bit bigger with 
the engines. They can’t get lighter. 
There's not really that much more you 
can do. Of course that's what they said 
in '67. 

Whatll you do these three months 
that you're home? 

Not much. Try to stay in shape. Next 
year I'm going to have a different 
program. I really haven't had one 
before. I'm going skiing for two weeks 
before Christmas. Running and sprint- 
ing all the time. The basic exercises 
like pushups and situps, maybe some 
light weights, like 30 pound curls. I 
use those extra strong hand squeezers 
all the time. They seem to really help 
for trials. Sometimes I just hold them 
in for two or three minutes at a time. 
Trials is a little different than moto- 
cross. You want to be pretty loose. I 
play a lot of racquetball and swim, too. 
Any specific stretching or flexibility 
exercises? 

No, not really, The only other thing I 
like to do for riding bowlegged is a 
squat type thing while holding onto 
something. I've tried the static squat 
against the wall. It's pretty hard, but 
good for trials. I've never really 
trained, and I want to see how much 
difference it makes next year. 

You shipped a sidecar home, didn’t 
you? 

Yeah, it’s different. It gets your mind 
off riding trials. BKS in England sells a 
complete weld and bolt on kit. It costs 
about $400. It’s the best one you can 
buy. It has a swingarm and shock for 
the third wheel. 

This will be your off season hobby? 
Well, I think I'll get tired of it. But my 
parents can ride it. 

How radical can you get with it? 
Pretty radical. I've rolled it four times. 
Gullies have to be pretty wide, you can 
go over foot-and-a-half-high logs and 
do wheelies and floaters. The more 
you accelerate, the more it goes to one 
side because the wheels are offset. 
What's the most important advice for 
a newcomer to trials? 

Go to a good trials school. It helps so 
much. The Donner school is really 
good. I’m going to try to teach there 
again next year. Maybe two weeks. 
You can really learn a lot. The thing 
is, once you pick up some bad habits 
right from the beginning, they're hard 
to break. If you go to a school it makes 
all the difference. They start with such 
basic ideas. Norms helps out, but 
Mark Eggar knows everything about it 
too. I know quite a bit about teaching 
now, too. 

Like in England I was having the 
kids use the clutch. I put big stakes out 
in a big grassy field and had them do a 
slalom between the stakes on the rear 
wheel. They really liked the school. I 
used a lot of the things I did to learn to 
ride. I demonstrated how to stand on 
the bike and move the weight and I 
showed them my style. They could 
take what they wanted or leave it. The 
school I taught in England was free, 
put on by Comerfords. Some of the 
students drove six or seven hours for a 
seven-hour school. I'll.be doing more 
of them next year. In fact, there are 
some fathers that want me to do 
individual tutor sessions with their 
sons. 


Who's your competition next year? 
The same guys as this year. Especially 
Vesty, if he's still on Bultaco. 

Will he be the type to come back with 
a vengeance now he's lost the title? 
Yeah, he's pretty strong. 

How long are you going to ride 
trials? 

Probably as long as I can, now that I 
passed that thing where I said if I 
didn't make it in so many years I never 
would. So I'll probably ride as long as I 
can stay in there. Not really for the 


money, but just to stay in there. ic =

A Look At The Trans-USA Series Exotica

Suzuki RN 400-79 

The most conservative of all the fac- 
tory works machines are always found 
in the Suzuki pits. The present RN 
400-79 bikes show nothing really new, 
but just ideas that are tried and true 
for a good handling, competitive and 
reliable bike. Suspension travel is shor- 
ter than any other works bikes, 255mm 
front and rear, and even shorter than 
Suzuki's own RM. production bikes. 
Suzuki seems to be tailoring their 
works bikes for the smoother tracks 
found at the majority of races in 
America. Front forks are Kayaba 
air/spring units while the rear shocks 
are also Kayabas, deCarbon type with 
attached piggyback reservoirs. The 
chassis uses a lot of aluminum and 
titanium fittings, and together with a 
lightweight aluminum swingarm the 
bikes weigh in at 215 pounds. 
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Husqvarna 390 CR 

The most competitive production 
bike in the Trans-USA Series was 
Chuck Sun's nearly box-stock 1980 
production Husqvarna 390 CR. The 
bike is very similar to the 1979 model 
with the exception of minor changes to 
the rear frame section which reduces 
weight slightly and allows the use of a 
smaller rear fender and flatter saddle. 
The bike becomes a little more com- 
fortable to ride and a lot better 
looking in the process. ý 

In the handling department the new 
bikes also come with slightly longer 
swingarms to keep the front end down 
on the ground. Mechanic Eric Crippa 
modifies the new swingarm to make it 
an additional !$ inch longer for 
Chuck, and together with the excellent 
stock Ohlins shocks the bike has 
310mm of rear wheel travel. 

The front suspension is stock Husky 
with 290mm  air/spring forks and 
triple clamps from Pro-Fab to stiffen 
things up slightly. 

Eric also likes to add his own porting 
touches to the 390cc engine which is 
otherwise stock and unchanged for 
1980. The transmission remains a 6- 
speed sitting below a reed valve induc- 
ted cylinder fed by a 38mm Mikuni. 
Some of the Husky Support Team 
riders like Ron Sun are using the new 
Mossburger reed valve assembly and 
reporting excellent results with an in- 
crease in power and tractability to the 
already excellent 390cc powerplant.

Yamaha OW-41 

Yamaha's works open class 
monoshocker remains unchanged sin- 
ce its introduction at the beginning of 
the 500cc Nationals earlier this year. 
The bikes being used by the American 
team riders also happen to be a year 
behind what Heikki Mikkola raced in 
the World Championships, but it 
doesn't matter much since the present 
OW-41 is already one of the best works 
bikes around. 

Kayaba leading axle air/spring 
forks offer 290mm of travel up front 
matched by a Yamaha coil-over 
deCarbon monocross unit at the rear 
with equal travel. 

Yamaha's works bikes are also the 
lightest and the OW-41 tips the scales 
at 218 pounds with heavy-duty tires 
and no titanium whatsoever. 

The works OW-41 engine has 
magnesium cases and a 5-speed tran- 
smission. The cylinder is aluminum 
with. chrome bore, conventional 7- 
porting without any trick RPM com- 
pensating exhaust valves, and has reed 
induction with a 38mm Mikuni carb 
bolted on behind. Exact engine 
displacement has not been disclosed, 
but is believed to be 465cc. e.

Miller takes 
Desert M.C. H&H

LUCERNE VALLEY, CA, OCT. 28 
There was no doubt, from only 
a few miles past the bomb, who 
the winner of the Desert M.C. 
hare and hound was going to be. 
Chuck Miller, riding for Yamaha out 
of Dale’s Modern Cycle in San Ber- 
nardino, took the lead without a 
challenger even getting close. 

Although the weather had been 
balmy with a bit of a breeze Saturday, 
Sunday the winds got downright nasty. 
This condition, however, helped to 
keep the course with its extremely 
dusty condition, relatively clear of dust 
and easy to see. 

It was Jim Smith (Hwt. Ex) leading 
the thundering herd (almost 300 
entries total) at the bomb after a two- 
kick start. He and Miller both came in 
onto the same trail just past the bomb 
for a near collision. Miller backed off 
to wait for a better time to make his 
move. After a few miles Smith made a 
mistake. Miller shot around him and 
was gone. 

After additional “sorting” into se- 
quence, it was Dan Ashcraft (250 Ex), 
riding as though he had never been off 
with a broken arm, holding down 
second spot into the first check, with 
Amateur Darin Cartwright (250) third 
overall, Rounding out the top four (all 
250s) was Greg Thomas. 

Veteran Bill Saltzman was in the 
fifth slot followed by heavyweights 
Max Eddy, Rick Jones, and Jeff 
Matthews (back from a leg injury). 

Chuck Stearns, only riding his 
second Amateur ride, was running in 
the ninth position, while Expert “C” 
rider Chuck Cartledge disguised 
behind a pie plate, was 10th. 

Smith had had his tank come loose, 
pulling his gas line off, so he had fallen 
well back while trying to repair the 
problem, which continued to reoccur 
the rest of the first loop. 

Rick Schumaker (C Ex) was three 
bikes behind Cartledge as he went 
through the check in 13th followed 
very closely by another C bike piloted 
by Greg Winters. 

Senior. Heavyweight, Bob Doig 
moved through next, while Yamaha's 
C bike ace, Charlie Hamill, came 
flying in for a tank card mark in the 
next spot. 

Kelly Kline, running 32nd overall, 
was first gal while Trudy Beck, in the 
44th position, pushed hard to catch 
her. 

Leading the Novice/Beginner mob 
was Heavyweight Kerry Schmidt, with 
another Heavyweight, John Morrow 
(Nov) close on his heels. Beginner Dan 
Powell (250) was third. 





By the second check Thomas had 
moved into the second overall spot, 
Eddy had charged into fifth and 
Howard McCasland had moved from 
11th to ninth. 

The battle for the C bike lead was 
getting more interesting as Schumaker 
moved closer to Cartledge while 
Winters and Hamill were into a bike- 
to-bike battle behind them. 

Kem Park had made a strong move 
coming from 21st to 13th through the 
second check. 

Into the last check on the first loop 
it was Miller nicely extending his lead 
and looking very smooth, with G. 
Thomas stil in the second spot. 
Saltzman had moved up into third. 

Hamill had a raging battle with 
what he thought was a 250 Husky, but 
it turned out instead to be Cartledge 
on his 125 Husky. Chuck ended up 
running out of gas about three miles 
from the pits. The 44-mile loop, 
coupled with the wind factor, had 
proved to be too much for numerous 
bikes besides Chuck's. 

McCasland had moved up in sight 
of Van Zee before he blew his trans- 
mission. 

There was no other bike's dust in 
sight as Miller pulled into his pit for 
gas. Saltzman had managed to get 
past Thomas and pulled into the 
Checker pit just ahead of Greg. 

Amateur Cartwright was fourth, 
followed by Hamill who was now well 
entrenched in the number one C spot, 
leaving the number two C slot to Chris 
Austin who had moved from 22nd to 
ninth into the pits. 

Super fast Amateur, Stearns, was 
running sixth with Verlin Van Zee 
having moved up from 24th at the first 
check to seventh in the pits. Doig had 
also bettered himself by breaking into 
the top 10, entering the pits in eighth. 
Jones held down 10th. 

The Beginners and Novice Trails 
took the checkered flag at this point. 
Taking the overall honors for this 
group was Jim DeKoker (250), followed 
by two Open Beginners, Steve Knapp 
and Tom Clark. 

Senior Heavyweight Tim Brookshire 
was fourth overall, while first trail 
honors went to Robert Smith (Beg) in 
sixth. Ken Rapp (C Beg) and Tim 
Schallenberger (C Beg) came past the 
checkered as first and second in class 
C's while Tricia Farmer earned the 
first gal spot. Bob Freeman was the 
first Beginner Vet. 

Out on the second loop the leader 
was still Miller with Saltzman 
retaining a bare margin over Thomas. 
Cartwright was still fourth at the fifth 
check, but Van Zee had gotten past 
Hamill. 

Two Veterans, Monte Lee and Jeff 
McEller, were battling it out in the 
llth and 12th slots. Amateur 
speedster Bill Mattox had moved up to 
21st, running first Trailbike. Lori 
Farmer was now first gal with Trudy 
Beck only three places back and 
having one terrific battle with her 
brother Oren, Jr. (Trail Ex). 

Morrow had moved into the first 
Novice slot. 

Halfway around the second loop 
Miller was now out for a Sunday glide. 
He had built up a very comfortable 
lead. 

Saltzman and Thomas continued to 
battle back and forth with Thomas 
finally getting the edge as they moved 
through a field of rocks. 

Van Zee was now in the fourth spot 
while Amateur Cartwright was next 
followed closely by Hamill. Senior 
Heavyweight Doig was sixth and being 
chased by Amateur Stearns, and 
Experts Austin and Jones. McEller had 











gotten around Lee, but Lee still led his 
class. 

Trudy Beck had once again gotten 
past her brother Oren, and had also 
taken over the lead for the women. 
The Novice leader continued to be 
Morrow. 

Miller continued to lead the race 
through the final check and then 
towards home finishing off a second 
loop of 39 miles. The checkered was at 
the top. of a rock downhill. The finish 
order was taken at the top, but the 
cards were pulled at the bottom; so no 
matter how tired the rider was, he still 
had to negotiate the forbidding 
downhill: It got to be a spectators’ and 
cameraman's field day. 

Miller, with the lead well in hand, 
came down the hill with no problems 
atall. He is one of the few fortunate 
riders that has support from numerous 
outfits such as Hi Point, Bel-Ray, and 
White Brothers, along with sponsorship 
from Yamaha and expertise and addi- 
tional help from Dale's Modern Cycle. 

Saltzman had once again gotten by 
Thomas to finish in the second spot. 
Van Zee was fourth, rounding out 
three Checker finishers in the top four. 
Van Zee had no idea that he was first 
Heavyweight until after he had 
finished. 

Flying’ “Wild Man” Hamill moved 
into the fifth slot. He was once again 
riding like he had been riding earlier 
in the year, and finished four positions 
in front of the second C bike piloted by 
Austin, with Cartwright, Doig, and 
Stearns in between. 

Stearns is one of those shooting stars 
that no one seems to know where he 
came from. The Dusters’ race, back in 
September, was his second District 
desert race. He finished first Novice 
and has been continuing the trend 
ever since. 

Kem Park (250 Ex) of Torco fame 
was in the number 10 spot, followed by 
Heavyweights Jones (Ex), Wes 
Anderson, Jr. (Ex), and Craig 
Wolfson, who earned the first 
Amateur honors in his class. 

Second Senior to take the checkered 
was “Doc” Morris Norman (Hwt) 
followed by Bruce Jones (Hwt), 
Veteran Monte Lee (lst Vet 250), 
Kent Pfeiffer (C Ex), Russ Jones (250), 
Brett Howell (Hwt), and McEller (Vet 
Hwt). 

Amateur Mattox retained Мз 
tremendous Trailbike lead, while 
Trudy Beck stayed barely ahead of her 
brother Oren as they passed the 
checkered at the top of the hill. Trudy 
finished with "first gal" honors while 
Oren, Jr. earned the first Expert Trail 
title. Trudy had pushed hard and 
could barely hold her bike up as she 
descended the rocky downhill at the 
finish.

Lawson edges 
Luibimsky at AFM 
Willow RR

WILLOW SPRINGS, CA, OCT. 21 

The American Federation of Mo- 
torcyclists played host to around 
250 road racers at Willow 
Springs. The weather seemed 


“near perfect,” after rain and strong 
winds on Saturday. 

Thad Wolff (RD 400, 1:41 laps) has 
been nearly unbeatable this season in 
410cc Production. He built up a three- 
and-a-half second lead over Dick 
Fuller (Yam) and Malcolm Hill (Yam) 
during the first two laps (five miles). 
Fuller staged a late charge, pulling 
away from Hill, and closing to within 
one second of Thad as they started to 
lap backmarkers on the seventh (of 10) 
laps. Dick's engine began to make an 
ominous rattling/pinging noise, how- 
ever, and he dropped seven seconds 
back of Wolff with only a lap to go. 
But Thad made a rare mistake and 
overshot turn two, allowing Fuller to 
slip past for an upset victory. 

It was the 250cc GP that provided 
the biggest drama of the day, eni. 
Eddie Lawson (Yam) maintained a 
narrow lead over Gennady Luibimsky 
(Yam) for the first three laps, but 
Gennady slipped by on lap four. 
Luibimsky turned a 1:32 on lap six, 
with Lawson still half a bikelength 
behind. As they went into the 10th and 
final lap Lawson went back into the 
lead going up the hill. As they came 
out of the final turn, Lawson tried to 
“weave” Luibimsky out of his draft just 
as Gennady tried to pull alongside. 
Lawson held on to win by inches, with 
Mark Homchick (Yam) edging = 
Glover (Yam) for third. 


The 125cc GP promised to be a 
hotly contested battle, too. Fred 
Winters (AFM #1) crashed hard in 
practice and was rushed to the hospital 
with back injuries. John Glover 
borrowed Fred's Honda and got in a 
dice for the lead with Fred Merkle 
(Hon), Danny Coe (C-A) and Jody 
Nicholas (Hon). Nicholas took over 
the lead on lap four, but was sidelined 
on the next lap with mechanical 
gremlins. Merkle overtook Glover just 
before the checkered flag to win, but 
since John was a "non-points" entry, 
Danny Coe, only a few feet back after 
20 miles of racing, was credited with 
second place. 


Lee Fleming (1000cc Champion 
Kaw., 1:41) took the Open Production 
class, gaining about two seconds a lap 
on second place Vance Breese (M-G), 
with Kurt Knollenberg (Kaw) a close 
third. Mike Spencer (Champion Kaw) 
and John Williams (Kaw), meanwhile, 
were locked in such an intense battle 
for the 750cc class lead that they 
actually overtook Fleming on the last 
lap, despite a second-wave delayed 
start. Gary Broeder (500 Yam) took 
the 550cc Production class, running 
respectable 1:45 laps on the thumper. 


Chuck Parme (Kaw., 1:35) easily 
won the Open Superstreet race ahead 
of a tight second place battle between 
Steve Sowden (Kaw), Carry 
Keoshgerian (Kaw), and Willi Scheffer 
(Kaw), 22 seconds back of Parme after 
eight laps. Frontrunner Pat Eagan 
wasn't quite so lucky, taking a high- 
speed tumble that broke his shoulder. 
Lou Vallerga (RD 400, 1:44) won the 
Lightweight (under 600cc) Superstreet 
class, ahead of Marc Salvisberg (Yam).

Johnson dominates 
Jack Clawson 
Memorial

SAN DIEGO, CA, OCT. 21 
Yamaha-mounted Rick Johnson 
returned to his origins at Barona 
Oaks Raceway and gave every- 
body a dazzling display of moto- 
cross riding in the first annual Jack 
Clawson Memorial Motocross Classic. 
Johnson led all but one lap of the two 
10-lap motos over a large field of 
Barona Oaks regulars and graduates 
who ran the special race in honor of 
the late Jack Clawson. Clawson, the 
first ever Number One Plate rider at 
Barona, was fatally injured in a 
highway accident two weeks prior to 
the race date, and it was the request 
of his family that the special race be 
held with as many of the former 
Barona Oaks riders as were available 
competing. At the trophy presentation 
ceremonies, Rick not only showed 
himself to be a very gracious but also a 
very mature young man as he suggested 
that the beautiful trophy be made an 
annual award; a suggestion that was 
immediately made a fact by CMMC 
President Ron Lance. 

While Johnson had a fairly easy time 
of it up front, running second to Scott 
Johnston on the first lap of the second 
moto only, а real donnybrook 
developed behind him with a three- 
way tie for second place emerging. 
CMC Pro Don Fuller took second with 
a 4-3 effort over Intermediate rider 
Mark Howell (3-4) and Intermediate 
Robbie Nolin (2-5). Another Barona 
charter member, CMC 500cc Pro 
Steve Walker returned to the 125s for 
the first time in two'years and rode to a 
very strong fifth overall. 

The regular race program was down 
somewhat from usual, due to the 
heavy rains on Saturday, but some fine 
racing was accomplished. Outstanding 
minicycle rider had to be Larry 
Butler, who swept the Expert Stock 
and Modified classes along with the 


Special 105cc Mini class. Butler's wins 
were evermore impressive as he 
alternated between his regular Suzuki 
mount and one of Escondido 
Kawasaki’ “Meanie Greenies.” The 
12-16-year-old Intermediates produced 
some real fine racing with the wins 
divided between Billy Evans (Suz) who 
grabbed the Stock division over up 
and coming Mike Fisher and Kawasaki 
rider Taylor Marcell who took a tie- 
breaker over Evans in the Modifieds. 

While the mud slowed the 9-11- 
year-old riders down somewhat, the 
tremendous Intermediate point battle 
continued unabated with point leader 
A.J. Conney grabbing a close Modified 
win over third-place point rider 
Frankie Brundage and fourth-place 
point rider Charlie Taylor taking a big 
one over Brundage in the Stock 
division. Both Brundage and Taylor 
closed on second place point rider 
Thor Bjornstad, who could salvage 
only a fourth place finish for the day.

Lawson blitzes 
AFM 250cc GP at 
Sears Point

Eddie Lawson returned to Sears 
Point International Raceway to- 
day with a new sponsor and won 
the 250cc GP event over a talent- 
laden field. Eddie, on the comeback 
trail after crashing hard at Riverside 
two months ago, is now part of the 
Hunt Racing Team, which, augment- 
ing the talented Gennady Liubimsky, 
made it a one-two finish for Harry 
Hunt. 

Mark Homchick (Haynes Manuals 
Yamaha TZ 250) led the opening laps 
of the race with Lawson (Yam TZ 250) 
and Liubimsky (TZ 250) right on his 
tail. Al Collins (Valley Cycles TZ) 
trailed the frontrunners with Dave 
Garoutte (DKG TZ), Glen Shoper 
(Shoei/Farm House Rest. TZ) and 
Fred Winters (Bel Ray/ND T2) trail- 
ing Collins. On the fifth lap of the 
eight-lap race Lawson “went for it,” as 
he put it, and passed Mark in the turn 
seven hairpin. Eddie then set his own 
pace, averaging better than 80 mph 
while pulling away from Homchick 
and Liubimsky. Gennady passed Mark 
a lap later, also at turn seven, and held 
on for second place at the flag. 
Lawson, who also credited Bell 
Helmets as a sponsor, turned to his 
tuner, Roland Cushway after the race, 
and said, “The steering dampener 
could be a little tighter; in the bumps, 
if you get the front end light (under 
acceleration) you'd get a wobble. 
Other than that, it was great.” 
Homchick was philosophical, yet 
jazzed about the race. “You don't 
learn anything by leading a race. They 
(Lawson and Liubimsky) both passed 
me in turn seven, and the same thing 
happened in the National (1979 Sears 
Expert-Lightweight). I couldn't get a 
good enough drive out of nine to catch 
Gennady in turn 10, but it was really 
fun — good clean riding," said Mark. 

Vance Breese (Euromart M-G Le 
Mans) returned to winning form and 
led points leader Lee Fleming 
(Champion Cycles Duc 900SS) the 
entire race to win Open Production. 
“The only reason I did as well as I did 
was that I wiped some oil off the rear 


tire just before the race. began. He 
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(Fleming) has low speed acceleration 
but his top speed is about the same as 
mine.” While Breese and Fleming 
were enjoying a tight race, further 
back (in the 750cc wave) John 
Williams (Barong Kaw KZ 650) had 
his hands full trying to stay ahead of 
Paul Ritter (Duc 750 Sport), who 
brought his Ed Brooks/Euromart- 
sponsored mount out of retirement for 
a little fun racing. “The Duck is back!” 
exclaimed Paul (not to be confused 
with SoCal’s Phantom Duck). “This is 
my own motorcycle; I do the work, 
and I do the riding. I passed him 
(Williams) in turn 10, then,” he 
chuckled, “he stuffed it under me in 
turn 11.” Ritter was obviously enjoying 
the close racing. Williams held on to 
win at the flag, with Champion Cycle’s 
Mike Spencer (Kaw KZ650) in third. 
550cc Production run at the same time 
as Open and 750cc, was won by Team 
Sunarise’s Jim Boeckl (Yam XT 500). 
James Dagan (Suz) was second, and 
golden-throat Curt Relick (Team 
Sunarise Yam XT500) salvaged third. 


Jeff Little (S & S Kawasaki/C-A 175) 
took the lead after the second turn and 
placed first in the Featherweight (125- 
200cc Prod) race. “John Chermak 
(Berkeley Yam 200) got the holeshot 
up to turn two but he went inside to 
avoid some oil and I went outside,” 
said Little. Little then stretched out 
his lead with Chermak in second and 
Christine Baur (S & S Kawasaki/C-A 
175) in third. On the last lap Baur 
caught Chermak in turn seven, “I ran 
out of brakes and had to dump it in 
under him,” said Chris, who stuffed 
her Can-Am by John and held on for 
second. Chermak, however, was happy 
just to stay ahead of Marc Salvisberg 
(Moto-X Fox/C-A 125), who finished 
fourth overall and first 125cc Prod. "I 
finally beat Salvisberg — he's a good 
rider!" exclaimed John later. 


Harry Klinzmann (Mr. AI's Rest./ 
Yam TZ 750) won Open GP, which 
was marred at the finish by Gill 
Martin's high-speed crash. Bruce 
Hammer (Kal Gard/Yam TZ 750) got 
the holeshot at the green flag but was 
quickly passed by Klinzmann and 
Martin. Bruce dropped out one lap 
later leaving Harry and Gill (TZ 750) 
to dice it out. Al Collins (Valley Cycle 
TZ 375) moved up to third overall. 
Martin tailed Klinzmann the entire 
race then made his move on the last 
lap. As they approached the 
checkered, Gill elected to try the 


outside line around Harry at the finish

but was five feet short. Gill, from his 
hospital bed, recalled, “I think I was 
trying to pass Harry right at the line 
and it took a real wide arc to do that. 
When I got to where the road narrows 
going up to (turn) two, I was still on 
his outside and we were still going 
pretty fast...I just ran out of room. It 
wasn't his fault — it's just one of those 
things that happen." Martin ran 
straight off the road into the hill, 
cracking his pelvis, breaking a few 
ribs, and incurring other internal 
injuries as a result. He'll be okay and is 
already planning for next season. 

Box Stock has been growing in 
popularity all season and 55 racers 
comprised the 0-410cc, 550cc, 750cc, 
and Open classes. The Open class 
marked the return of 1974-75 350cc 
Production Champ Bob Tigert, this 
time on a silver 1979 Honda CBX 
equipped with 1980 FVQ shocks. Kurt 
Knollenberg, on a Grand Prix 
Kawasaki-sponsored KZ 1000 Mk. II, 
barely held off Rich Oliver on a 
Kawasaki of Monterey-sponsored KZ 
650 for the overall win. 

In other action, Fred Winters (Bel 
Ray/ND Honda MT 125 R) took 
125cc GP after Danny Coe (Schilling/ 
C-A 125) experienced ignition 
problems and faded to second place. 
Thad Wolff (Yam 350) burned 
everyone again to register the victory 
in 410cc Production (Malcolm Hill 
crashed again in practice). Chuck 
Parme (Kaw Z-1) squeezed by Steve 
Epstein (Suz GS 1000) to take Open 
Superstreet, and Roberts/Langford 
(Spoooge Kaw Z-1) took Sidecars. 

The AFM National Board has 
finally ruled that the smog butterfly 
valve in 410cc Box Stock Yamahas 
may be removed (except for the pivot 
shaft). The next and final 1979 non- 
points AFM roadrace at Sears Point 
will be the Endurance Race, on Nov. 18.

Louisiana Lightning (Freddie 
Spencer) aboard California hot- 
rods, (Kanemoto TZ's and a 
Kawasaki KZ) fueled by Texas 


greenbacks (Howard Racing, Inc.), 
literally vibrated the three-foot thick 
concrete retaining wall surrounding 
Texas World Speedway, highlighting 
the Central Road Racing Club/WERRA 
National Sprints on this beautiful 
autumn day. 

Freddie's most impressive perfor- 
mance involved the Kawasaki Motor 
Co. KZ 1000 Mk. II in the Open 
Superbike class. Spencer was beyond 
sight of his competition by the second 
of 10 scheduled laps around the three 
mile TWS road course. The factory 
Kawasaki Superbike had about 20 
mph top-end over anything else, 
including ^ second ^ place Paul 
Stephenson on the D&D Ent. Honda 
Four. The first two positions of 
Spencer and Stephenson were 
unchallenged for the duration but not 
so the excellent contest for third. Joe 
Patton on a Honda CBX managed to 
hold back Hugh Humble on the Sam’s 
Motorcycle Sales Ducati Desmo and 
Steve Darley, piloting another CBX. 

Freddie Spencer and Benny Del- 
monico, teammates with Howard 
Racing and both Daytona Novice 
winners, paced a l-2 finish in the 
Formula 3 250cc GP. Freddie powered 





the Erv Kanemoto TZ 250 which has 
proven itself to be about the fastest 
around and sufficiently powerful to 
hold at bay the inspired drive by 
Delmonico who stayed within 10 
seconds of Spencer during the 30 mile 
feature. 

Spencer's ride in the Open GP. — 
Formula 1 on the Kanemoto TZ 750 
was advertised as worth the price of 
admission alone. But, unfortunately, 
it only lasted two laps; Feddie felt. the 
crank to be a bit fatigued and parked 
the silver missile early in the race. The 
race itself suffered none for the loss as 
Joe Patton with a rare RCB 900 Honda 
and Benny Delmonico, back with his 
Howard Racing TZ 250, locked horns 
for the remaining 24 miles. At the 
finish line Patton’s superior top-end 
power thwarted Delmonico’s slingshot 
off the draft to win by six feet. Behind 
them, youngsters Kevin Brunson and 
Tommy Shields fought for third with 
veterans Mike Herzing; all on TZ 250s. 

On lap five of the Formula 2 500cc 
GP contest Gerold Smith slipped his 
TZ 250 into the draft of leaders Benny 
Delmonico and Steve Darley; the pair 
too occupied with each other's strategy 
to notice Smith's intervention. But it 
wasn't long before Gerold made his 
presence felt by picking off Darley and 
then harassing Delmonico. With two 
laps to go he took the lead and the win 
by a five second margin. 

Paul Stephenson won the: Open 
Production class with the D/FW 
Honda 750F that actually outran (even 
on the banking) Jon Minonno's CBX 
and Hugh Humble's Ducati Desmo. A 
post race protest teardown revealed 
that the 750 was a "legal eagle"; 
proving once again that horsepower is 
where you find it. In this case it was 
located in the talented right wrist of 
Paul Stephenson. 








Paul *Hogman" Stephenson picked 
up two more wins: in 750cc Production 
class on the same bike beating Alan 
Pagan on a Honda and Greg Thoede 
on a Suzuki. 


Stephenson and Thoede quickly led 
the start of the 750cc Cafe event and at 
the finish Paul had a convincing 
margin over Thoede and Ronnie 
Lundsford with a Honda. 


Bucky Patterson swept both the 
250cc Production and 250cc Cafe 
clases with a Can-Am, TNT. 
Patterson, a safe bet for the National 
Championship in both classes, 
clobbered Mark Toth and William 
Barnett in the Production class and 
Barnett/Toth in the Cafe category. 

Charles Brothers and Tim McGuire 
raced inches apart for 30 miles in the 
410cc Production race and returned 
for an instant replay in the 655cc 
Production event. The results the 
same in both; Charles the winner by a 
wheel-length over ` агсһ-петеѕіѕ 
McGuire. They were last seen heading 
back to Houston, their vans in a 90 
mph draft on Highway 6! 

James Haecker led a Yamaha sweep 
of the 410cc Cafe class over Tim 
McGuire and Duncan Paul.

BLM draws the line 


LONG BEACH, CA, NOV. 5 

Strange things are happening. Printed just a few inches down this 
page is a BLM press release. As you'll see, it states that two areas near 
the town of Baker and Clark Mountain will be closed to off-road 
vehicle use on Nov. 21-26. 

Apparently, if you, your family or up to 49 friends want to go trail- 
riding in that area (coincidentally enough, on the Barstow to Vegas 
route), you won't be allowed to do so. 

Deputy U.S. Marshals will be there to stop you. 

Papa's been invited to meet with Mr. Hillier and BLM State Director 
James Ruch on Nov. 8 in Sacramento. As Mr. Ruch put it in a 
mailgram, "We need your advice, assistance and input to assure that a 
concerned people will act in a responsible manner on Thanksgiving 
Weekend. ! am afraid that some want a confrontation, but we feel that 
with your help, we can avoid a potentially violent confrontation. Such 
a confrontation, if it occurred, could only damage the image of all off- 
road vehicle interests.” 

“A violent confrontation? What does Mr. Ruch expect? A swat on 
the head from Grandma Duckbacker’s umbrella? Gunfire from outlaw 
bikers? 

In a recent phone conversation, Rick Sieman of Phantom Duck of 
the Desert, Inc. asked Mr. Ruch if they would arrest people. Ruch told 
Sieman they would not. 

More recently, according to Sieman, a woman phoned the BLM 
Riverside office and, pretending to be a conservationist, asked if they 
could do something about this ORV thing on Thanskgiving Weekend. 
She spent 40 minutes on the phone with a BLM employee, during 
which he encouraged her to appear at the anticipated "confrontation" 
site to protest the ORVers. 

Perhaps Mr. Ruch’s “fear” of a confrontation is justified. 


BLM protective land closure 


RIVERSIDE, CA, NOV. 5 

The U.S. Bureau of Land Management and San Bernardino County an- 
nounced plans today to provide special protection to two areas of 
public and private lands in the California desert from damage by off- 
road vehicle use during the Thanksgiving Holiday. 

Gerald E. Hillier, BLM Riverside District Manager, announced a six- 
day emergency closure of two areas to protect natural and cultural 
resources on public lands. “This action is essential if BLM is to follow 
the instructions of Federal Judge Warren Ferguson, who stated that a 
situation similar to 1978 must not occur in 1979,” Hillier said. 

James Mayfield, Chairman of the San Bernardino County Board of 
Supervisors, said, "San Bernardino County has ordinances requiring a 
permit for an off-road vehicle event and written permission to cross 
private lands." 

Mayfield and Hillier joined in calling on responsible off-road vehicle 
users to help in protecting two sensitive areas of public and private 
land located near the town of Baker and Clark Mountain. 

Because of intermingled but unmarked public and private lands and 
the presence of sensitive natural and cultural values, BLM issued the 
closure for the period Nov. 21-25, 1979. The BLM closure applies to 
Federal lands in the area. State and local trespass laws apply to the 
intermingled private lands. 

Hillier and Mayfield concurred that the vast majority of responsible 
motorcyclists and other ORV users don't want to see unlawful and 
irresponsible acts damage the public and private lands or the image of 
legitimate ORVers. 

Hillier noted that BLM has worked with motorcycle clubs to permit 
two authorized motorcycle events which are scheduled for the week- 
end under BLM permits. These actions were also taken in 
accordance with Judge Ferguson's intentions. 

A point-to-point race is scheduled Nov. 24 from Beatty, NV, to Las 
Vegas, and plans are concluding for another on Nov. 25 from Yuha to 
Ocotillo Wells, CA. Information on the races is available from BLM's 
Riverside, Barstow, and El Centro offices in California, and from the 
Las Vegas District Office. 

Hillier said the closure was needed because of continued and 
increasing unauthorized Thanksgiving weekend activity since 1975 on 
the route of the former Barstow-to-Las Vegas Motorcycle race. 

The last authorized “Barstow to Vegas’ motorcycle race was held 
in 1974 under a BLM permit after preparation of an environmental 
impact statement and extensive public review. It involved 3,000 riders 
and 10,000 spectators, and caused impacts on natural and cultural 
resources.. The race has not been allowed since then, but some 
motorcyclists have ridden the course to protest the denial of the race. 

The closures are of an area southwest of Baker that has been used 
as a staging area for ORV events on past holidays, and of an area of 
environmental sensitivity near Clark Mountain, 40 miles northeast of 
Baker. Maps are available from BLM's Riverside District Office. 

United States Marshal Louis Villaescuss said Deputy U.S. Marshals 
will be present to enforce the BLM closure. 

Under Federal law, violations of the closure are punishable, upon 
conviction, by a fine of not more than $1,000 and imprisonment for not 
more than 12 months, or both. Violators of state trespass laws may be 
subject to arrest or citation. 

“This specific emergency closure is intended to prevent large-scale, 
massive damage to lands and resources during a specified period of 
time,” Hillier said. “Public lands in Southern California are managed 
under a vehicle management plan adopted in 1973. Responsible 
recreationists will find ample opportunity to seek and enjoy desert 
resources on a dispersed basis as they have in the past."

In light of BLM actions reported on 
elsewhere in this issue, and for the 
last few years, we ask you to turn 
your attention to Washington, DC. 
There, Senator Dale Bumpers of 
Arkansas has introduced an 
amendment (#534) to Senate Bill 
1477. This amendment would put 
federal bureaucracies on the de- 
fensive if taken to court and require 
them to fully account for their 
actions and decisions. Under 
present law, if motorcyclists were 
to take the BLM to court, the 
burden of proof would be on the 
motorcyclists. The bill has passed 
the Senate, but is expected to run 
into opposition in the House of 
Representatives. Write your con- 
gressman today, urging him to sup- 
port the Bumpers amendment 
(amendment 534 to SB 1477) and 
its companion bill when it appears 
in the House of Representatives. 


Two of the three Continental Moto- 
sports Club’s number one plates have 
been decided. Tony Wanket (Yam) 
clinched the 250cc title two weeks ago 
as did Allen Smith (Hus) in the Open 
class.

Dear Mr. Hillier... 


It has been several weeks since the 
BLM/Barstow to Vegas Trail Ride 
idea was presented to you. In that you 
have chosen not to reply, I feel it is 
necessary to ask again. This letter 
should probably have “second request” 
stamped across it. 

Judging from the people I have 
talked to and the letters I have read, I 
feel that it is safe to assume that there 
will in fact be a 1979 Barstow to Vegas 
Trail Ride. I do not think that the 
probability of a trail ride happening 
can be overlooked. There has been too 


. much activity regarding the trail ride 


to say that it will not happen, 
especially in light of the Check Chase 
cancellation. I have been told that 
people have even written letters asking 


the BLM for permission to ride on 
existing roads and trails November 24. 
To my knowledge these letters have 
gone unanswered. Why doesn't the 
BLM mark a trail from Barstow to 
Vegas on November 24 and let the 
motorcylists know which roads and 
trails are open? 

It is time the BLM recognizes the 
fact that a trail ride is imminent and it 
is wiser to work with the motoring 
public and make the trail ride come 
off well, rather than working against 
them. 

I find it interesting that we, the off 
roaders, are asking assistance from the 
Bureau of Land Management. We are 
trying to help them organize 
something that will take place, with or 
without their approval. It is going to 
happen; let's do it right. We are trying 
to work within the system, but our 
pleas go unaswered. We are trying our 
best to help the BLM but, they won't 
even acknowledge that we exist! Show 
us that you are the Bureau of Land 
Management not the Bureau of Land 
Closure. We anxiously await your 
answer, Mr. Hillier.

MRAN B-to-V request 


The states of California and Nevada 
have much in common including the 
problems of land use issues, however, 
our methods of dealing with the BLM 
are not the same. Never have those 
differences been so evident as in the 
route of the Barstow to Vegas Race. 
This letter presents a brief history of 
our efforts. 


Although Southern Nevada motor- 
cycle riders have used the Jean area ex- 
tensively since shortly after the war 
(WW II) motorcycle racing can be 
traced back as far as 1906. When our 
numbers increased and other organi- 
zations (Southern Nevada Off Road 
Enthusiasts, Sierra Club, etc.) took a 
more active interest, we began to co- 
ordinate our events with the BLM. 
Accordingly, the Motorcycle Racing 
Association of Nevada has played an 
important part in area land use 
planning. Whenever public comment 
was required we gladly did our part. 
Although we work closely with environ- 
mental groups such as the Toiyabe 
Chapter of the Sierra Club, our 
respective comments about proposed 
uses in any given area naturally differ 
much. Because all groups (motorcy- 
clists, four-wheelers, environmental- 
ists, hunters, ranchers, miners, etc.) 
are involved, the BLM is not pressured 
by any one group. Hence all 
arguments (ORV and environmental- 
ists, commerical and non-commercial, 
etc.) are evaluated and the Las Vegas 
District of the BLM makes fair 
decisions. Fair decisions mean that 
satisfaction and disappointment are 
felt by all groups. Nevada is tradition- 
ally multi-use and that is the recom- 
mendation of those lands along the 
Barstow to Vegas route. This land is 
completely open to competition 
events, as it was in 1974. 

The reasons for coordinations of any 
large scale event are obvious. A Sierra 
Club hike up a wash the same day as a 
Jeep Club Rally would diminish the 
experience for both groups, a cattle 
drive and a bird dog club field trials 
on the same dry lake would be:a 
disaster, a dune buggy race crossing a 
motorcycle course would be hazardous 
to say the least, and this leads to the 
reason and purpose of this letter. 

Last year MRAN clubs were forced 
to clean the Duck’s course from State- 
line to Vegas in order to assure the 
success of our scheduled events and 
keep our desert beautiful. There were 
no events scheduled Thanksgiving 
weekend and although it was an 


inconvenience we remained silent. We 
cannot this year, because in coordina- 
tion with MRAN there is an event 
scheduled the same day, November 24 
and because the courses cross we feel 
the hazards are too great. If for no 
reason than safety of your fellow dirt 
bike riders, we ask you to please 
consider ending your ride at Stateline. 

MRAN is working hard to resolve 
such problems as how to move wilder- 
ness study area boundaries to natural 
terrain changes (not roads), resolving 
MX missiles that remove whole valleys 
from the list of places you like to ride, 
securing funds for the BLM so that 
they can continue to properly admin- 
ister recreation demands (avoiding a 
quota system on races), getting 
mineshafts (manmade bike traps) 
fenced and fighting endangered sub- 
species of insects. We will continue to 
work to keep the Nevada sections of 
the Barstow to Vegas corridor open to 
competition. Although we kinda like 
our BLM, communicate with the en- 
vironmental groups and would rather 
spend a weekend riding than protest- 
ing we know that what works for us 
will not work for everyone. We wish 
you every bit of success in restoring 
responsibility to the management of 
your public lands.

My route 


After seeing the map of the BLM’s 
“emergency closure” of the north side 
of I-15 (B-to-V trail), I felt that-I 
needed to find a route from Barstow to 
Vegas which would be legal on Nov. 
24. (For my own personal B-to-V trail 
ride) I found that it will be quite 
possible to trail ride B-to-V legally. 
(Notice, I am not saying that you 
should.) 

I will probably follow a route such 
as this: I'll exit I-15 at Harvard Road, 
go to the south side and follow dirt 
roads and trails along the RR to the 
Fields siding. I- think I might then 
follow the tracks and roads along 
the freeway to Afton. From the Afton 
Canyon Campground I could follow 
RR and telephone lines through Afton 
Canyon and out to the Crucero siding. 
I think I might then travel north across 
Soda Dry Lake to Kelbaker Road; this 
would bypass the closed area at Rasor 
Road. From Kelbaker Road, I will 
probably follow last year’s B-to-V trail 
to Cima Road. At Cima Road, I will 
probably walk my bike to the north 
side of the freeway and follow the 
nearest utility roads to Stateline; this 
would bypass the closed area in the 
Clark Mountains. From Stateline I'll 
probably just follow last year's trail to 
Vegas, I'll probably have my wife meet 
me at Afton Campground, Kelbaker 
Road, Cima Road, Stateline, and Blue 
Diamond Road. Please, this is my 
route, stay off of it! 

BLM, please be aware of two facts: 

1. It is far too late for anyone to stop 
some sort of B-to-V trail ride. 

2. Roads and trails on the south side 
of 1-15 (Harvard Road to Kelbaker 
Road) are much rougher, and 
therefore more dangerous, than those 
on the north side. 

In ignoring the rights of the ORV 
people and by failing to abide by any 
of the stipulations following the 
Phantom Duck court case, you have 
caused the trail ride. By your “emer- 
gency closure" of parts of last year's B- 
to-V course, you have put many 
people in danger. We are all aware 
that this closure has little to do with 
environmental protection, but has 
much to do with the punishment of 
persons who refuse to knuckle under. 
Isn't it time that you stop your insane 
vendetta, before someone is killed?

Hannon cuts Big Boot down to size

EUREKA, CA, OCT. 28 


Kawasaki's Mike Hannon squeaked by Suzuki's 


Drew Smith to take the overall victory for the. 


second consecutive year at the Far West M.C. 
Big Boot National Enduro. Hannon beat 22- 


year-old Smith by mere seconds; 
the decision was made by com- 
bining the seconds from the two 
tiebreaker checks. Hannon was 


off 57 seconds and Smith was off 64 
seconds. 


The Big Boot National Enduro, 
once called the Big Foot, is run in 
some of the most beautiful country you 
would ever expect to find anywhere. 
The area is very wild and scenic — 
seeing elk and deer grazing among the 
giant redwood trees and green ferns is 
commonplace. Not commonplace (but 
still claimed) are sightings of Bigfoot; 
this is the heart of Bigfoot territory. 

This year’s starting area was a mere 
14 miles from the waves of the Pacific 
Ocean and the small friendly town of 
Arcata. But in those 14 miles, the ele- 
vation rises from sea level to 2262 feet 
at the starting area near Lord Ellis 
Summit. Old abandoned Highway 299 
was used for the actual start. The 
highway and most of the surrounding 
land now belongs to the Simpson 
Lumber Company, who was kind 
enough to allow the Far West M.C. to 
use it for their enduro. 

There’s been some pretty wild wea- 
ther up in the mountains of the Pacific 
Northwest in the past few weeks and 
while the club members were laying 
out and marking the course, one of the 
work parties got caught in a snow- 
storm and nearly froze. Meanwhile, 
some cows decided the course markers 
looked good enough to eat, so they 
did. As if that wasn’t enough, beavers 
decided to fall a tree, one of the few 
that had survived a windstorm, and 
naturally, they chose a tree that had a 
route marker on it. They fell the tree, 





drug it to their dam, and it's lying 
there now, with the marker pointing 
straight down. The club finally got 
everything together as the race date 
rolled around. 

It rained nearly all day Saturday but 
the weather cleared for Sunday's race. 
The first four of the total 337 entrants 
left at 8:01 a.m. First AA rider out was 
Don Sanford of Odessa, Texas. Don 
on his 400 Maico, “the 450’s wheelie 
too much, and use too much gas,” left 
on minute 20. Drew Smith, piloting a 
250 Suzuki, started all by himself on 
minute 22. Big George Hendrix, a 
northwest AA rider, was out on 
minute 24. 250cc Honda rider Rick 
Munyon left.on minute 26 and the last 
AA rider to head out on the 102.8 mile 
course, Mike Hannon, left on minute 
28. 

After Hannon left the line and was 
out of sight, a green Kawasaki jacket 
could be. seen heading away from the 
starting line. It turned out to be none 
other than Kawasaki's, and specifically 
Gaylon Moiser's motocross mechanic, 
Rocky Williams. Rocky has been 
traveling the enduro circuit for four 
weeks and turning the wrenches on 
Hannon's 400 KDX. It was somehow 
strange to see Rocky among the 
enduro folks; no big crowds around 
him and not a lot of pressure. Rocky 
said he's really enjoyed working the 
enduros and in fact likes to ride them 
himself. 

Hannon's KDX featured many of 
Rocky's tuning tricks. For example; 
the steering angle was kicked out from 
the stock angle of 28 degrees to a more 
stable 29 degrees. Hannon's bike also 
featured a modified rear brake setup, 
utilizing a non-floating system. The 





backing plate was hooked directly 
across to the swingarm, and the rear 
brake actuating rod was turned up on 
top of the swingarm to prevent 
damage from rocks and other objects. 
Works Performance shocks were bolted 
on the rear. When asked how he liked 
having a motocross "super tuner" 
working with him, Hannon replied 
"Great! We've finally got our act to- 
gether." Rocky always adds a lot of 
color to any event he attends. 

The last wave of riders got away 
from the start line at 9:35. From the 
start, riders rode on 1.4 miles of slick 
pavement at a speed of 24 mph. The 
first check was 14 miles down the line. 
Reports came in later of many bikes 
off to the edge of the slick paved road 
but, fortunately, no one was hurt or 
even needed assistance. 

After the short section of pavement, 
riders turned off onto trails which were 
a composite of clay and granite. Jim 
Crook, the Far West M.C. Enduro 
Steward and main force behind the 
Big Boot, estimated that the A riders 
would be three-four minutes late by 
check two, This section contained high 
prairies, then dropped down into tight 
trails which wound through thick 
alder trees. There was also a lot of 
water, both on the ground and in the 
thick foliage which crowded both sides 
of the trail. Many riders commented 
that it was very dark through this par- 
ticular section and that they almost 
really needed their headlights. Speeds 
dropped from 24 to 22 to 18 mph in 
these sections. 

Everything was going smooth at this 
point and there wasn't too much going 
on back at the start; everyone was just 
waiting for their riders. All of a 
sudden, riders started coming into the 
start/finish. The word spread fast — 
all heck had broken loose. 

About six miles out of check two, 34 
miles from the start, there was an 
uphill about %»'s of a mile long. 
Earlier riders who had pre-ridden the 
course had no problem making it over 
the top. But, due to previous weeks of 
rain, the large number of riders and 
the narrow trail leading up the hill, a 
huge bottleneck formed. Drew Smith 





commented that, “a lot of luck was 
involved.” What he meant by that was 
— if the rider happened upon the hill 
while there were not too many riders 
stuck on, or coming back down the 
hill, there was no real problem. 
Hannon, Smith and Sanford all had to 
do some pushing to get over the top 
because of traffic. This infamous hill 
turned out to be the deciding factor 
for all AA riders. Up to that point, all 
AAs had zeroed the first two checks — 
all lost points on the third check after 
the hill. E 

A very large percentage of the 80- 
100 riders who dropped out did.so 
because of that one hill. Many B and C 
riders never even got to see the hill 
because of all the riders backed up. 
Most of these riders went around to the 
highway, back to the start/finish, and 
didn't complete the course. 

The 200 plus riders who made the 
grade headed on for check three. The 
course came back through the starting 
area, back down the pavement and 
into the gas check which was 42.5 
miles from the start. Most of the riders 
were surprised when they discovered 
they had returned to the starting area. 

From the gas check on, it was a 
timekeeper's event. The trails went up 
two high ridges, Fern Prairie and Wire 
Grass, and then onto 40 foot wide 
logging roads. The speed resumed to 
24 mph and it was very easy to over- 
cook it. In fact, Sanford stated that 
Drew Smith had passed him on this 
section, which would put Smith two 
minutes hot. When Smith saw who he 
had passed, he backed off. 

At key time, 12:48, riders started 
coming into the finish. Again, most 
riders couldn't believe they had come 
back to the start/finish for the third 
time and from the third different 
direction. 

Hannon and Smith knew they were 
very close, but Drew figured Mike was 
probably the winner. Drew stated 
later, “I just didn't get it together after 
the hill." He had removed his goggles 
because of mud and water, and was a 
little apprehensive about riding with- 
out them. 

Hannon didn’t look tired at all as he 





ulled off his helmet at the finish. “I 
kept waiting for them (the club) to 
throw a race but they never did. I 
never really got behind.” That was the 
general feeling of all the AA riders 
eventhough they all seemed to enjoy 
the ride. Sanford called the event “a 
nice trail ride”; Rick Munyon 
commented that the club was actually 
lucky it had rained or all the AA riders 
would have probably zeroed out. 
George Hendrix somehow cut his 
finger quite badly before the enduro 
started and had to ride the entire 103 
miles with the painful wound. Then, 
during the event, he lost his 
speedometer. How did George like the 
day’s event? “It’s still the Cadillac of 
the northern California enduros,” he 
said with a smile. 


First A rider was Tom Webb, who 
lost only five points riding in the Open 
class on a Can-Am. First 250cc A rider 
was Mike Godfrey on his Maico. Mike 
lost only six points. 

The B and C riders had different 
perspectives of the event. Tales of 
getting up the uphill, or just finishing, 
flowed freely. Oregon rider Glen 
Nielsen rode the last 50 miles on a flat 
front tire. One older rider came in and 
his wife immediately gave him a bottle 
of cloudy liquid with something float- 
ing around in it.

Bionic Bernie a treat at tricky- 
five test |

LITTLEROCK, CA, OCT. 28 


World Champion Bernie Schreiber didn't wear 
funny clothes or a mask — just his race-face — 
as he climbed upon the pegs for his first com- 
petition since September 16. That's when he 


clinched his title in Czechoslova- 
kia. This time out he could 
understand the language better. 

The fourth annual V.O.T.E. 
Trick or Treat Trial nicked Bionic 
Bernie for 96 markers in 39 rides. In 
contrast, the champ dropped just 13 
points while riding over 100 sections in 
Czecho-land. 

Schreiber dropped 26 of a possible 
65 points on the first loop to open a 16- 
point lead over Dan Suffin. The next 
best tab was Scott Head's 44. Marland 
Whaley and Andre Plouffe each 
accumulated 46 points. 

Bernie also turned in the best 
second loop, dropping 30, then coast- 
ed home as Whaley, Suffin and Plouffe 
underscored him on the final circuit. 

Marland finished the day 22 off the 
pace, with 118. Suffin took third with 
122 while Plouffe, 134, topped Head 
by two for fourth. Coincidentally, this 
quintet finished in the same order in 

last year's Halloween test. , , , . 


How severe were the Expert sections? 
How cold is an iceberg? Only one of 
the 12 World Championship trials this 
year had a higher winning score than 
Schreiber's 96. Cleans flirted with join- 
ing the dodo on the extinction list. 
There were just eight on the first loop. 
That count dropped to four on the 
next lap, three by Schreiber and one 
by Mike Bernbaum. On the final lap 
the count rose to seven, making a total 
of just 19 Expert cleans for the day. 
The World Champ finished the day 
with only seven perfect rides in 39 
attempts. 

The Trick or Treat was touch and 
go until the rain came a few weeks 
before the trial date. Earlier in the 
month the Forest Service, concerned 
over fire hazard, bad requested a 
postponement of the V.O.T.E.'s Ex- 
pert Only Trial at the same site. That 
trial has been rescheduled at Little- 
rock on Saturday, December 8, the 
day before El Trial de Espana at Sad- 
dleback Park. The Expert Only is 


nation's top eight ranked riders this 
year. 

The rugged, not so little rockery of 
Littlerock, located on the periphery of 
the Mojave Desert, treated SoCal 
footers to an unusual section sight. 
Water. Ten of the 13 Expert sections 
favored Wellie wearers. A total of 22 
sections were laid out over the 14-mile 
course that drew 73 starters. 

A V.O.T.E. rider also topped the 
Amateur class. Actually, two of them, 
Mark Bernbaum and Wolf, tied for 
best score. Berbaum got the nod on 
cleans with seven. It was a remarkable 
display for both. Bernbaum was 
making his debut in the Amateur class 
while it was only Wolf's second start 
since leaving the Novice ranks. Four 
points behind the pair was Scottish 
rider John Bushworth aboard a 
Beamish Suzuki. Bushworth, a Scot 
who rode this year's Scottish Six Days 
"Trial, is over for an extended visit. 

Expert Jeff Fish was aboard another 
Beamish Suzuki, sponsored by its 
importer, Knobby Shop International. 
Jeff, who finished 10th in the nation in 
1977, was making just his second start 
in two years. He suffered a serious leg 
injury at the 1977 Trick or Treat, 
colliding with a trail rider on the loop. 
Despite the rust, Jeff finished a 
creditable sixth. 

Gil Smith, ranked number three in 
this year's National Senior competition, 
topped the Senior A's, edging Тот 


Hascker. Joe Ige, longtime V.O.T.E. 
stalwart, took a day off from the 
trenches to compete. He finished 
third, ahead of the eternally efferves- 
cent Art Webster. Dean Hambrick 
headed the Senior B’s, a three-point 
victor over Wayne Emge. 

Mike Lauxen was top Novice. 
Perhaps his five point win margin left 
runnerup Craig Smith contemplating 
his T-shirt, which read: Failure 
Analysis Associates. Adding to the 
international flavor of the day was 
another visitor, Luis Nieto of Colombia. 
He placed eighth among the Novices. 
Meanwhile, a tight tussle among the 
Beginners saw Wayne Scott top Eric 
Soderquist by two points. 

The St. Christopher's Open Road 
Wayfarers Award was presented to 
Dan Suffin who came all the way 
from Pittsburgh. Well, it wasn't Willie 
Stargell's Pittsburgh, just the one in 
northern Calfiornia, but that's still a 
400-mile drive for the opportunity of 
dropping 122 points. Dan is a regular 
show at V.O.T.E. trials. He likes 
tough workouts. It is also rumored 
that he hires Russian ballet dancers to 
beat on him with whips. 

Runnerup for the St. Christopher's 
award was Bob Miller of San Luis 
Obispo. Bob's shop has sponsored 
Lane Leavitt for the past two years 
and is also partners with him in their 
Section One Products line for trialsters. 
Son Bim came along to compete. ... , 











Naturally, with a high-point trial, 
there were a few wide-eyed incidents, 
but the only real calamity was suffered 
by the Novice who landed in the Yucca 
bush. Scott Head, eighth in the nation 


charades early on. He landed on his Ф 

head. His execution was faultless. 

Riding off a tree root into the creekbed tont 
somehow kicked his rear wheel up. He 

found himself doing a front wheel 

wheelie for about 20 feet before going 


over the bars. Then his throttle © 
jammed open, but the shift pedal 
“luckily” gouged into his leg and 
knocked the pilotless bike into neutral, 









aborting its attempt to become the Bul 
That Levelled Palmdale. 


Disaster trailed another V.O.T.E. 
rider, Dean Baker. First, his bike 
decided to stay put atop a log. Unfor- 
tunately, Dean kept going — a one- 
and-a-half tuck-and-roll into the 
creek. Later a vitamin fortified rock 
leaped up and wedged between his 
rear wheel and fender. This instantly 
stopped forward progress and all 
semblance of poise as Baker again 
sampled the soil. 

As the scores indicate, competition 
chairman Andre Plouffe came up with 
a real cruncher, the kind of a trial that 
had some complaining about severity 
while the Young Turk National riders 
gave it four-stars and begged for more 
abuse. Some of these rabid mud-and- 
gutsers will no doubt be more pumped 
than ever to learn that next year’s 
national title will be up for grabs. 
Marland Whaley, winner of four of 
the last five U.S. Championships, will 
not be defending his crown. Instead he 
will base: in England to contest the 
world championship schedule. Now all 
the young comers have to do is figure 
out how to beat three-time Champion 
Lane Leavitt. 


Bernie, whose appearance in a 
riding belt may start a new trend, 
commented on the difficulty factor 
after the trial as he tried to 
differentiate between European and 
American section philsophies. He 
point out that Littlerock, like many 
American Nationals, was teeming with 
"tricky five" type sections. He feels 
that many American sections tend to 
be quite easy for the most part except 
for one or more do-or-die spots where 
the rider either puts everything 
together to clean an obstacle or else he 
stops. He mentioned that European 
sections tend toward being dab- 
grabbers, more consistently hard 
throughout but with fewer “impossible” 
spots. But Bernie also recognized that 
terrain availability as well as section 
philosophy has a lot to do with these 
differences. 


Six hours after it began, the Trick 
or Treat ended as the standard time 
sun prematurely sunk behind the 
mountains and the score table jack-o- 
lanterns flickered and grinned their 
final grins. The trap troops packed up

This column generally addresses 
itself to building up riders and 
the other people involved in 
AMA Grand National Cham- 


pionship/Winston Pro Series racing. 
This one is an exception. 

For most of the year, perhaps 
longer, a controversy has been going 
on regarding rule changes involving 
engine size. 

The last major change of any 
magnitude came about back in 1969 
when it was voted to allow 750cc 
“across the board.” Prior to that time, 
if you had a side-valve engine, it was 
750; anything else was limited to 
500cc. 

At the time the new ruling came in, 
there were some unhappy people. 
There were also people that predicted 
all sorts of bloody happenings: riders 
would be injured by the dozens, bikes 
would be too fast, etc. 

The people who had 750cc side- 
valve engines went back to the draw- 
ing boards and came up with a new 
750cc engine. The people who had 
500s switched to 650cc engines and 
also went to the boards and came up 
with 750s. 

It appears now, that the people who 
have 750cc engines want no change of 
any type. The group that wants to 
change the rules to 500cc want a total 
switch from 750 to 500cc. 

Yet a third line of thinking is that by 
simply putting restrictor plates in 
carbs everybody can race, both sizes, 
and be happy and competitive. 

The pair of questions that keep 
coming up: Does racing sell motor- 
cycles? Or do motorcycles sell racing? 

We might add: Is it necessary to 
involve the sale of either for the good 
of racing? 

What is good for racing? What 
draws large crowds to major events? 
What makes for good close side-by- 
side racing? 750s? 500s? None of the 
above? 

It appears that Harley-Davidson 
wants to keep the 750cc rule. At least 
two of the four major Japanese brands, 
Honda and Yamaha, indicate they 
want to go racing on dirt if the rules 
are changed to 500cc. 

Both sides look to the AMA for rules 
and rule changes. All five companies 
have a member on the Board of 
Trustees, the group that has the final 
say for all rules. 

The moto of the AMA, “Dedicated 
to the Advancement of the Sport of 
Motorcycling,” is a worthy and pure- 
sounding moto, to say the least. So 
what is best for the sport of 
motorcycling? 

The rules have changed over the 
years. It used to be that a company 
had to build a minimum 200 units in 
order to qualify to go racing. Now the 
number is 25. Not every year, just 25 
at some time to gain approval. 

This has created a constant cry that 
new Harley dirt trackers are not 
available to every Expert or Junior who 
would like to buy one. When they are 
available, it is often stated that the 
price is too high. 

On the other side, the cost of a 
750cc Yamaha road racer is $10,000- 
plus and always seem to arrive minutes 
before the Daytona Speedweek opens. 
Again, availability, cost. 

So, there is no argument that the 
cost and availability of the current 
750cc racers is not acceptable. 

It has been stated from the Harley 
side that any of the Japanese com- 
panies can easily afford to create and 





build 750cc machines. This is 
probably a true statement. But cannot 
AMF, the conglomerate giant that 
owns H-D, also easily afford to build 
500cc machines? 

The key issue, it seems, should be 
that if professional racing is going to 
grow, some changes and improvements 
are in store. 

How best can the AMA make it 
inexpensive to start a professional 
racing venture by rider, tuner and 
sponsor? We are down to one brand in 
each type of racing at present, and the 
rules state that one must ride five types 
of events to make money, get a 
National Number, attempt to become 
the Grand National Champion. 

Things will remain at a standstill/ 
standoff until both sides give up some 
of what they have or do not have, at 
present. Has any other major racing 
organization in the U.S. continued to 
race under the same engine rules they 
had 10 years ago? 

The majority of the major cycle

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racing events at present find the price 
of a ticket anywhere from eight to 15 
dollars. Some are higher. 

That is a respectable price for any 
event: football, basketball, baseball, 
etc. If motorcycle racing wants to play 
in the big boys' circle with admission 
prices like this, they have to offer the 
ultimate in entertainment. 


Many individuals involved in cycle 


racing fail or refuse to recognize that 
professional motorcycle racing today 
has to be a "show-business" type event. 
It is no longer a gathering of the clan 
for an afternoon session of bench 
racing, with a race thrown in, to see 
old friends. 

If, indeed, the top end of cycle 
racing is in some type of trouble, or as 
I feel, at a standstill, what can we do 
to make it better so higher purses and 
larger crowds will become a fact soon? 

We hear that the non-National 
professional events cannot draw 
Expert entries. 

We hear that too many Novice and 
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Junior riders are showing up for 
events, taking up too much time and 
track. Where are the Experts? They 
are not entering National races in any 
large numbers. 

So the problem is not hazy with 
regards to number of Experts, the class 
that people are asked to pay a top 
dollar to see. Yes, you can ask the 
Experts and get a different answer 
from each one. But you will get 
answers. 

The majority of people inside of 
motorcycling probably do want to see 
a lot of brand mix. If I were a talented 
rider, I guess I would to. I saw moto- 
cross start as a takeoff from what we 
used to call scrambles for trophies to 
many salaried factory team rider 
positions for some good dollars. 

Right now, there are only two dirt 
track factory team riders and one 
factory road racer on fulltime payrolls. 
Three riders are not very many in any 
book. 

If Honda, Kawasaki, Suzuki and

Yamaha jumped in with 500s, if that’s 
what it takes to get them to jump, then 
at least a dozen riders would be getting 
more support than they are now. 

I heard Honda commit to the fact 
they had over 100 dealers that they 
were going to put into dirt track racing 
if the 500 rule were created. I am sure 
that before they would make such a 
statement they did in fact have the 100 
pre-selected. 

If the rule were changed from 750 to 
500cc, less than 50 Experts that are 
trying to make a living racing would 
be affected. I only base that on the 
average number of Experts that have 
entered National dirt track races these 
past two years. 

It seems the 500cc side has a good 
argument on this one. Any rule 
change that affects no more than 50 
individuals can’t be all that bad. In 
other words, what we have to race with 
now is not bringing out the numbers. 
They are decreasing, according to 
statistics,

If we are to believe what has been 
stated by Honda, at least half of the 
current 750cc riders, if the rule 
changed to 500cc, would then be able 
to find factory rides on full or partial 
levels. That leaves only 25 people 
unhappy. 

But everybody cannot come up with 
a good 500 overnight. Some guys have 
worked years to come up with a fast 
750, and still can’t. 

How about looking at it from the 
standpoint that both sides give a little, 
for the real and honest betterment of 
the sport of racing? 

Somewhere there is a way to race 
500s and still continue, at least for 
awhile, the 750s. 

After a lot of thought and discussions 
with many people, I would like to 
propose two ideas as possible solutions, 
or at least, assists. 

The first would be to create a 500cc 
division within the Expert class. Try it 
at all of the National dirt track races 
on the half mile, mile and TT tracks 
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work TV again. Let's show a sell-out crowd 
in support of an American World Champion! 
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At these Nationals, any Expert 
could enter (Time trial) in either class, 
but not both. Take the 24 fastest 500s 
and 24 fastest 750cc riders. 

Each class would have three heats, a 
semi and a final. All of the purse 
money, except the money for 
qualifying, would go to the riders in 
the final only. 

We would accomplish a great deal 
in a short time with this proposal. The 
companies that went to field machines 
in the Expert class at Nationals could 
do so immediately. It would open 
doors for Experts that are looking for 
support and backing that do not have 
it at present. 

This would allow riders a new 
avenue in racing and allow any rider 
to ride a 750 when he wants, or a 500 
when he wants. 

For best results, there should be a 
500cc point system. I feel that it 
should be identical to the one we have 
at present for the 750cc riders. 
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push the motocross start 
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* field for Saturday 
night's COCA- 
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cross Finals. 











The sticky question, — “What 
about the Grand National title?" — 
comes up, of course, from our die- 
hard traditionalists. Why not continue 
to reward the so-called Grand 
National title to the high point 750cc 
rider for at least a year or two until the 
500cc class is established. 

The high point 500cc rider could 
simply be the 500cc Champion for the 
year. There is plenty of publicity 
there, and I am sure more than one 
aftermarket company would put up 
contingency money, just as they do 
now. Probably more. 

This might be one answer to the 
question, "Where do all the Juniors 
disappear to after they move up to 
Expert?" There are many of them 
right now that know they do not have 
competitive Expert-class machines. A 
new 500 could well fill the bill. 

The second proposal would take 
longer but would start on the ground 
floor. Put the Novice and Junior riders 


on 500s for all types of dirt track. 


Right off, somebody is going to say 
that Novice riders used to be allowed 
to ride 500 and 750cc machines, That 
was nearly 20 years ago. 

When Novice riders were indeed 
riding the big bikes, they had no 
swingarm frames, no brakes and no 
handling. 

Back then, most of the Novice riders 
came off the street and street bikes to 
launch their racing careers. Today, 
how many Novice riders (AMA) do 
you know that have not raced big bikes 
before they get an AMA license and 
are limited to 250s? Any Novice with 
any ability has a lot of laps on big bikes 
in some type of racing. 

By putting Novice and Junior riders 
on 500s, it could be set up for a one or 
two year test period. The safety 
record, I feel, would be no better and 
no worse. Too much of it depends on 
track conditions and reactions by the 
officials who run the race. 

To back up this proposal we could 
then firmly establish a “Junior Invita- 
tional” for each National dirt track 
event. Allow only the proven Juniors to 
ride; take out the politics and friend- 
ship «spect that is fast creeping in and 
ruining the present “Invitational” 
haphazard program that we now have. 

This would place the 500s in front of 
the fans and display the up anc 
coming newer riders to the fans. The 
future champs. 

I feel either proposal has merit and 
is a compromise of some type for both 
sides. At least it would be a start in 
some direction. 

If the Japanese manufacturers are 
sincere in wanting to get into profes- 
sional dirt track racing, and stay 
there, then either proposal would fit 
their needs. 

If they just want to come in, win 
some races and the title and then pull 
out as some people think, then neither 
would apply. 

The 500cc group is on the outside 
looking in, at this time. The 750 group 
is ‘in’ and apparently not willing to 
give, or are they? 

By putting a piece of metal in a 
carburetor, one is not going to 
equalize racing. By standing on a box 
and. claiming to either do or not do 
some changing “for the good of the 
sport” is not going to give racing a 
chance to improve. 

I have known too many crippled, 
dead and destitute racers in my time to 
be spoon fed that old line, “For The 
Good of the Sport.” 

Cycle racing is dangerous, and these 
kids are racing their butts off trying to 
win recognition and money. There is 
really little of either at present, so why 
not all parties concerned be willing to 
try a few experiments? 

Enough said — and now back to 
racing, bigger and better, I hope.

Chuck Williamson: “Our interests are 
to get people elected to office who are 
going to perpetuate the sport of motor- 
cycling in its various forms. We are not 
going to try and elect motorcyclists per 
se, but those people who are interested 
and willing to work in our behalf. We 
have a number of people in state 
government who are interested in work- 
ing with our organization, largely be- 
cause we wield a good deal of political 
clout. That political clout comes 
largely from a vehicle called computer 
mailing, which has been refined to a 
very high degree. 

“The state of things right now is that 
we have two organizations (CaMPAC 
and CORPAC), each of which has 
registered with the appropriate author- 
ities. We have thus far shared a 
computer mailing and we share 
similar interests. But when you stop to 
look at this a little more, there are 
about 200 political offices that we're 
talking about. You've got 125 people 
on the state level, and another 47 on 
the federal level. And we've found in 
some cases that we're interested down 
as far as the county board of super- 
visors. If you take something like five 
supervisors by 58 counties in all... 

"The problem I'm trying to illus- 
trate is that there are just too many 
folks to be concerned with; to say we're 
going to take on the world. Art and I 
sat down and talked about this for a 
long time and we said, 'Where are our 
problems? We said they're at the 
federal level and this group says our 
problems are largely at the federal 
level and we can handle 45 or 47 
people pretty well. We're going to 
concentrate on that area. 

"But we do need people at the state 
level as well as at the federal level, and 
that's why I addressed a communica- 
tion to Bob Hayes, informing him that 
we were going to sit down this morn- 
ing and try and take a look at what our 
opportunities and problems are.” 


Jim Wells: “A little background on 
why we feel that the federal level is our 
most important thing right now. Most 
of the land motorcyclists use off-road 
in the state of California is owned or 
managed by the federal government, 
either the Forest Service or the BLM. 
Unfortunately the environmentalist 
fifth column has gotten to such a place 
in 10 years that they even have their 
own Gestapo in such organizations as 
the Council on Environmental 
Quality. And we're to the point that if 
we propose something, we can't sue to 
put on a race or an event, but there 
are 40 different ways the environ- 
mentalists can sue to stop an event. 

“The only way to turn this around is 
to get some of this legislation turned 
around. We need congressmen and 
senators from the state of California 
who see the multiple-use and recrea- 
tionists’ viewpoint. 








“Our immediate need is to get at’ 

least half of the congressmen in 1980 
elected who believe in a multiple use 
concept for public lands. Otherwise, 
we're going to be the most put-upon 
group of people in the state of 
California.” 
Bob Ham: “I wholeheartedly agree. 
We've got to interact in the federal 
campaigns, we've got to go after state 
offices, and in some cases, right down 
to the city council depending on who 
they are, where they are. 

“In the course of the year Bob Hayes 
has been up in Sacramento, we've 
found that a state legislator can be 
immensely influential on federal doings. 

“There's just different ways in inter- 
acting, but we need CaMPAC, we 
need CORPAC, we probably also need 
some way to turn key county super- 
visorial elections, particularly San 
Bernardino and Riverside counties, 
places like that in the desert.” 
Williamson: “I wanted to share with 
you something that Bob Ham had said 
and I will illustrate it. We talked 
about the supervisor. Now most of 
what I'm talking about did not origi- 
nate with me. There has been a group 
of motorcyclists active politically in 
San Mateo county for 10 years. The 
motorcyclists worked for Bill Royer as 
a supervisor because they had local 
land problems. This year Bill Royer 
ran for congress. 

"We have had a 10-year association 
with that person. We distributed 10 
thousand pieces of literature in support 
of Bill Royer's successful candidacy. 
Now here's a fellow with whom we had 
established a long-term working re- 
lationship. 

“The way in which the political 
process works is that people get ap- 
pointed to boards and commissions, 
like planning commissions, parks & 
rec commissions, what have you. Then 
they get enough visibility, name re- 
cognition and support and they run 
from the commission to elected office. 
That elected office can be the city 
council, the board of supervisors or 
some other elective office. From there 
you find them shooting off into state or 
federal level offices because the name 
recognition in our era of voter apathy 
is the key ingredient. 

"We've got to educate our consti- 
tuency — our constituency is the one 
and a half or two million motorcy- . 
clists in California — as to what the 
political process is. Secondly, I think 
we're going to have to educate them on 
the problem of getting registered. I 
suspect that the motorcyclist is no 
better or no worse than the population 
as a whole; that most of them aren't 
registered, and of those who are, a lot 
of them don't vote. We have to be 
efficient in getting our organization 
out there and make it visible." 

Ham: "There should be postcards at 
every meeting. There should be 
postcard registration blanks passed 
around. That law is in — you can go 
to the registrar and get the postcards." 
Williamson: "My proposal is to 
working with the California Motorcycle 
Dealers Association; through that 
organization to get voter registration 
cards from every county into every 
motorcycle shop, in every nook and 
cranny, in every hamlet in this state. I 
have talked a couple of times with Hy 
Weitzman on this, and he said, 'Get 
your proposal together and get it to 
the board of directors.'" 

Wells: "What we need to do is develop 
an income, with continuing donations. 
I think that should be our number one 
priority. Because once we have the 
money, we can do what we have to do." 


Ham: "If you develop a list of people 
and you can't afford the 15 cents to 
mail it to them and tell them who your 
candidates are, the list of names isn't 
worth diddly." 








Wells: “CaMPAC/CORPAC are going 
to swing on how much money we can 
get." 

Ham: “As Jesse Unruh so eloquently 
put it several years back, ‘Money is the 
mother’s milk of politics.’ 

“Numero uno is raising money. 
That's got to be our biggest priority. 
Finding people that will work is almost 
as important, but it's a matter of 
timing. You showed us, what, 200 
political offices? There's no way we 
can participate in all those. I think the 
ones we do get into will be a function 
of how much money we have and how 
effective we can be. We shouldn't go 
into a guy's campaign if maybe we've 
got a real strong opponent who's just 
great for us; if the fellow is so strongly 
entrenched that you don't want to 
touch him. Winnable races — you 
look for a good candidate and then 
you put in everything you can, both 
money and then organize the precinct 
workers. 

"I think it's important that we 
remember that Bob Hayes is there. He 
made quite a stir by being the first one 
of us to actually unseat someone. 
Besides winning a few more, we'd 
better make damn sure we hold that 
seat." М 
Williamson: "I think. we've got to 
develop a cadre of precinct workers. 
Im not sure how many people have 
walked precincts. I've walked them in 
two ways. One, just literature 
dumping. You simply walk and litera- 
ture every house. Another one is you 
walk and ring the bell and you actually 
ask if they've heard of your candidate. 
Give them a copy of your candidate's 
piece of material and say, "We'd like 
your support on election day.' We did 
both." 

Ham: "I think we've got to take the 
fear out of people of becoming 
precinct walkers. Because they're 
scared that they're going to go up, face 
somebody at the door and they're 
going to be asked questions that go 
beyond the motorcycle issue, like 
‘where does he stand on busing?’ or 
‘what is he going to do about the 
economy?’ Nobody wants to get into 
something like that, and you don't 
have to." 

Wailliamson: “As a matter of fact, 
you're instructed not to. You can 
always refer back to the candidate's 
piece, or there's a phone number." 


Ham: "There's always the option of 
just walking and dropping papers. 
Even that has proven to be a 
tremendously effective way of com- 
municating to the voter." 

Williamson: "Just to reinforce that, 
we brought in people into Bill Royer's 
district from as far away as Stockton 
and Lodi to walk precincts for him. 
One of the things we did was that we 
had one dune-buggy club that covered 
the whole city of South San Francisco, 
which is largely Democratic but has a 
history of swing votes. And for Royer, 
we covered that whole area, in that 
one weekend. About 23 people came 
over from the East Bay High Tailers 
and covered that whole thing with bills. 
It was the last Sunday before election. 
Nobody had been in there ringing 
doorbells. Nobody had been in there 
working that district. And we carried 
that whole city." 

The discussion was, of course, far 
more wide-ranging than this limited 
article. But what things boil down to is 
this: Organizations like CaMPAC and 
CORPAC can do good things for 
motorcyclists. But they need your 
help, both in terms of money and 
volunteer work.

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Reflections on a successful season by the 
youngest- ever World Champ

Expert at 13, Southern California Champion at 15, Top Newcomer 
of the Scottish Six Days Trial at 18, U.S. National Champion at 19 
and World Champion at 20 — the youngest ever. That's the black 
and white of Berne Schreiber's career to date. 

Winning the World Championship in his second full season 
overseas enabled the flashy feet-upper to beat his own deadline for 
excellence. During his first venture into World Championship 
competition, just after turning 18 early in 1977, Schretber brashly 
but confidently announced: “If I don’t win the World Champion- 
ship by the time I’m 22, I never will.” 

Only two other Americans have topped the world in motorcycle 
competition. Jack Milne of Pasadena, CA won the World 
Speedway Final, a one-day decider, in 1937. Kenny Roberts won 
the 500cc Road Racing World Championship in his first try in 
1978, then repeated this year. That's it, sports fans, the entire 
American Eagle elite that Schreiber joined with his tenacious, 
come-from-behind victory surge. 

Schreiber, a resident of La Crescenta, CA sent his first calling 
card to the world trials community early in 1974. Just 14, he was 
allowed to ride America's first World Championship trial at Saddle- 
back — as an exhibition rider. Minimum age was, and remains, 18 
for an FIM trials license. His score in that trial would have placed 
him seventh. 

Bernie sent another calling card in the spring of 1976. Over to 
spectate at the Scottish Six Days Trial, he was urged by Charles 
Coutard to ride a few sections. Coutard had decided to retzre 
because of a wrist injury. Bernie snuggled into the diminutive 
Frenchman's trials suzt, borrowed his bike and rode eight sections 
at Ben Nevis. He dropped just two marks, matching the score of 
eventual event winner Martin Lampkin. 

Schreiber’s two SoCal Championships, in 1974 and 1975, and 
wins at two National events in.1976 earned him an invitation from 





the Bultaco factory to tackle four rounds of the 1977 World 
Championship Series as soon as he turned 18. 

After missing the first two British rounds, Bernie travelled to 
Belgium. Slogging in the mud with the world’s best, he posted a 
fifth place finish. This was the first top-10 placing ever by an 
American in a World Championship trial outside the United States. 

Then in successsive weekends, he scored a third in Spain, a fifth 
in France and a close second in West Germany. His debut startled 
Europe. Few could fathom how a rookie rider from America — a 
nation well known for its lack of trials competition — could do so 
well. Bernie continued to place well the rest of the year and 
finished seventh in the world. 

Problems with the snow and ice of Northern Ireland and Wales 
plagued his efforts in the opening rounds of the 1978 championship 
series. After three events he had scored just five points while 
defending champion Yrjo Vesterinen had accumulated 40. 

Then Bernie won four of the next five trials to close within four 
points of the lead. He finished the year in third place, matching 
Vesterinen as the winningest rider. Each scored four wins in 12 
starts. Under the old FIM half-plus-one rule for counting points, 
Bernie would have won the championship. He had three second 
placings to back up his wins while the Finnish footer had just two 
runnerup efforts. 

On the home front Bernie won the final two Nationals drama- 
tically to take the U.S. Championship. Despite an ongoing 
mechanical problem that required borrowing electrical parts to 
revive his dead motorcycle in both events, he prevailed to edge 
Lane Leavitt by a single point for series honors. 

Aware of his early season cold weather problems, Bernie headed 
for England early in 1979 to prepare for the 1979 series. But his 
start again proved disastrous as he DNF the first trial. He found 
himself trailing Vesterinen 45 to 17 after four trials. Schreiber then 
won four of the final eight rounds to scoot home 10 points in front 
and became America’s first bounce-around-in-the-dirt World 
Champion. 





How about a rundown on your 
championship season, event by 
event. 

Ireland was a fast trial. It was muddy 
with really tight sections. I went 
straight up a big rock instead of going 
around it and fell backwards, crashed 
and bent the forks. I worked on the 
bike for about 45 minutes. Then I 
tried to ride another half lap, but I 
had to quit. 

How did you feel at that point? 

I felt that if I didn’t win England, I 
wasn’t in very good shape to win the 
championship. I had a seventh in 
Wales. It was cold, snowing. There 
was one lap with 50 sections. They 
were mostly straight sections, with 
hardly any turns. Mostly gullies, 
waterfalls, rocks with ice on them and 
some tree roots. It was probably the 
worst trial of the year, no punch cards, 
just one lap. And they thought I was 
late, and I wasn't. 

Belgium was pretty muddy. I had 
three flat front tires. After the last one 
I was running late on time so I rode 
the last five sections with a front flat. I 
finished sixth. 


The organization of the trial in 
Holland was good, but the land was 
really flat with some muddy, icy hills. 
It rained too. The sections were kind 
of made up out of what they could 
find. A lot of sloppy mud, three feet 
deep. It wasn't really tight, it was just 
stupid. They'd send you through 
things that were impossible. I had a 
fourth there. 

So after four trials you were trailing 
Vesterinen 45 to 17. What were you 
thinking with the series one third 
over? 

I was thinking that I wasn't as far 
behind as I was the year before. 

Were you confident about going into 
Spain where you had won the year 
before? 

I felt better. I had a new bike and my 
dad was there. It was the same site as 
the year before, but different sections. 
Big rocks, dry, a really sunny day. 

You won again in Spain. France was 
next. 

This year it was all solid mud. It was 
raining really hard. Really difficult, a 
good trial. And a big turnout despite 
the rain. I finished second. Y 

Now the season was half over, and 
you were third, trailing Vesterinen 
61 to 44. Three months later you 
were in Calgary. 

I didn't care for Canada. They had 
one of the best areas for a trial, but 
they didn't have any organization. 
They didn't know how to set sections 
up. They had just one lap and bad 
markings. They used wire stakes to 
mark the sections. There was a lot of 
really deep water. Riders were drown- 
ing out. I think I was lucky to finish 
third. You didn’t know what place you 
were going to get. 

Colorado was alright, but it was all 
the same terrain. Just rocks and big 
boulders. It was the best National trial 
of the year, but for a World Cham- 
pionship event, it wasn’t as good. But 
the last four sections were good. 

Italy was the best trial of the year. 

Wet, dry, muddy — it had everything. 
Rivers, big rocks, loose rocks. Two 
laps. You had to gas up on the loop. It 
was about 40 miles at high altitude like 
Colorado. I had some problems. I had 
to change a head pipe before the trial 
started. I was supposed to get to it on 
Saturday, but I didn’t get it until 
Sunday morning. And then the chain 
tensioner spring for my primary broke 
right in the middle of the trial. 
Finishing second in Italy put me in the 
lead by two points. 
So you wiped out that 28 point deficit 
in just five events. Did you expect to 
beat Karlsson in Sweden? We keep 
hearing that he practices the sections 
before the trial. 


Not really. I was in really good shape 
after doing the Donner trials school. I 
felt really confident after riding up 
there for seven days at high altitude. 
The trial in Sweden was at a new site, 
in Karlsson’s backyard, near his home. 
So I think he was a little bit surprised 
that I won. There were four sections at 
the end of the loop that were up-and- 
downers and super tight. I had 10 
points up to those last four, and 
Karlsson had five. I cleaned all four 
sections, Karlsson had two fives and I 
pulled ahead. 

And Finland was in Vesterinen’s 
backyard? 

Right in his backyard. You could see 
his house while riding some of the 
sections. 

He finished third, but you had a 
seventh. What bappened there? 

I was just mentally off. It was like a big 
psych-out thing. There were Finnish 
riders in front of me. I'd walk the 
section, and as soon as I went to get on 
my bike they'd get in line ahead of me. 


This happened for like five sections in 
a row. They'd cut in. After a while 
they weren't even looking at the 
sections. They'd just get in line. They 
were trying to hold me back on time so 
Vesterinen could catch up. It was just 
a mental thing. 


I had practiced there before with 
Vesterinen so I knew the terrain. But 
he had a little surprise too. He 
expected the sections to go down, not 
up. He already knew how they were 
supposed to be, but the organizers 
reversed the direction. 


The first lap I was in 15th. I had 45 
and Manuel Soler, who won, had 19. 
The second lap I had 22, that's the 
only thing that held me in the top 10. 


I think the trial is going to be in 
Vesterinen's backyard from now on. 
Next year I'll be mentally prepared for 
that. I think I practiced a little bit too 
hard between Sweden and Finland. 
About three hours a day for three 
days. I shouldn't have done that at all. 


Lampkin even went out twice, which 
really surprised me. 

So you had a three-point lead and 
three weeks until the final trial in 
Czechoslovakia. What did you do 
during those three weeks? 

Colin Boniface of Comerfords rebuilt 
my bike for Czechoslovakia. He did my 
bike all year, really super. 1 was upset 
for maybe two weeks about that trial 
in Finland but I was running every 
day. I did a trials school for 20 school- 
boys in England for Comerfords, 
they're the British Bultaco importer. 
Did you ride any trials between 
Finland and Czechoslovakia? 

The Sunday before Czechoslovakia I 
rode a small local trial, and I got beat 
by some kid I had never heard of 
before. A little club trial. I took a five 
and got second place. I was trying to 
do a floater off this tree and landed on 
another tree and crashed. 

Why were you so upset after 
Finland? Because you got psyched- 
out? 





Yeah. Then I really cooled down. I 
really didn't care when I went to 
Czechoslovakia. 1 | wasn't worried 
about anything. The trial was pretty 
good. A little bit easy. Three laps, 40 
sections. You had to be consistent, 
make no mistakes. 

You had a 13, and the runnerup had 
31. 

Thats where I think the running 
helped me. 

So you found out you can concentrate 
in easier trials? 

It wasn't really easy, like trials around 
here. I wasn't making any mistakes. I 
think I had two twos and the rest ones 
and cleans. 

What was the 
afterward? 

It was pretty good. You don't realize 
you've won at first. I didn't really have 
to work at it. It seems like when you 
win, you win easily. Vesterinen was 
very friendly. He came up and said he 
thought the best man won this year.

And then I almost didn't get in the 


presentation. There was a mixup with 
the tickets. 

How are the stadium trials in Europe 
coming along? 

It looks pretty good. I think they could 
become a regular international series 
eventually. There's supposed to be an 
indoor championship in Italy next 
year. Like six or seven events with 
maybe one international. I rode in 
Spain, then Italy and the Kickstart in 
England. The Kickstart was televised, 
three 30-minute shows. There were 16 
riders with eight in each heat. Only 
the top half qualified for the final. 

It was like equestrian dressage 
competition, wasn’t it, where they 
ride the horses over the jumps? 

Yes. We rode one section after another 
and they added our time to our score. 
You won every stadium trial you 
rode this year. What are these worth 
to the winner? 

Anywhere from $1,000 to $2,500. And 
you only ride from two minutes to 10 
minutes since there’s no loop. 

What about attendance? 

Spain was about 9,000. They held it in 
an arena like the Los Angeles Forum, 
but smaller. England was outdoors at 
Donnington Park, a race track. The 
one in Italy was at a soccer park with 
bleachers. I didn’t ride France. It was 
held the same time as the national in 
Indiana. 

What are the sections like? Г 
They had a swimming pool with logs 
in Spain. We ride over cars and up 
and down the stands and up a big 
staircase about 20 feet high. We also 
had to ride over a pile of huge tractor 
tires and do turning wheelies off a 
wall. 

What about the popularity of trials 
in European countries? 

I think trials is growing the most. It's 
already big in Spain. It seems to be 
growing the fastest in Italy. England is 
picking up quite a bit since the 
Kickstart appeared on television. The 
other TV station was on strike, so 
everyone had to watch it. Trials is 
growing in Holland, and it's more 
popular than enduro riding in France. 
Germany is growing too. America 
seems to be the only country that's 
going backwards. 

Why? 

I don't know... the NATC? 

Do you think the fact we have an 
American World Champion will 
help promote the sport here? 

I don't think it will help at all. 
Something has to be done with the 
people, the riders. There should be 
schoolboy classes for the kids, just like 
England has. The kids come out and 
then the parents get involved. 


Under the schoolboy system in 
England they can't compete with 
adults until they're 17. Yet when you 
were 13 you were already riding 
Expert. 

We wouldn't have to have exactly the 
same age deal, but we don't really have 
kid classes anymore. Maybe there 
should be a kids or schoolboys’ 
National series or something. They 
have schoolboy champions in 
England. Look at Scott Head. (A 
high-schooler who finished eighth in 
the nation this year.) He would have 
been considered a schoolboy rider, 
You’re suggesting we give the 
younger riders something to shoot at 
sooner than the Nationals? 

Yeah, that’s the thing. All the kids 
think: I have to beat Bernie Schreiber, 
or I'm never going to be any good. 

So you favor the multi-tiered cham- 
pionship approach of England. Some 
people have proposed regional quali- 
fiers for a National Championship 
showdown. 

I wouldn’t like just one trial to decide 
who's champion, but as far as expenses 
go, we're going to have to do some- 
thing so the riders don't have to travel 
as much. But like the Olympics, you 
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
